^a given paint volume in each case is conveyed between two pigs through a pig line 
from a first pig station connectable to the paint supply source to a second pig station 
connectable to the paint application device^[[7]] 

b)-the pig line is cleaned on the return path of the pigs from the second to the first pig 
station by means of a given quantity of cleaning agent that is conveyed by at least one 
pig, and[b]] 

^the pigs are conducted through the pig line by a pressurised pushing medium,_tfie 
method comprising:

the cleaning agent is transported between the two pigs (10a, lla^ 10b, lib) . 

2. (currently amended): Method according to claim 1, wherie n charaoterised in that a hquid 
solvent is used as the cleaning agent. 

3. (currently amended): Method according to claim 1 , wherein or 2, characteris e d in that 
compressed air is used as the pushing medium for the pigs (10a, 11a, 10b, lib) . 

4. (currently amended): Method according to claim 3. wherei n oharact e ris e d in that th e 
velocity of the pigs (10a, 11a, 10b, lib) is adjusted by appropriately throttling the 
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expulsion of air from the flow path s (29a, 35a, 13q, 16a, 29b. 35b. 13b, 16b) located 
ahead of the pi g (10a. 11 a, 10b. lib) . 



5. (currently amended): M^thnH ar.mrding to claim 1. wherein any one of the procoding 
claims, characterised in that as the paint is introduced into the space between the two pigs 
(10a, 11a, 10b. lib) in the fff st pig station (6ar6b)-the pressurised paint is used as the 
pushing medium for the leading pi g (10a, 10b) . 

6. (currently amended): MAthnH ar^-nrHing to claim 5. wherein acharactoriood in that the 
quantity of paint used as the pushing medium is measured and the supply of paint to the 
space between the two pigs (10a, 11a, 10b. lib) i s ended when the desired quantity of 
paint has been introduced, and in that the trailing pig (11a, lib) is ended when the 
desired quantity of paint has been introduced, and in that the trailing pig (11a, lib) , 
together with the paint volume and the leading pi g (10a, 10b). is then moved by the 
pushing medium. 

7. (currently amended): Mt»thnH arrording t o claim I. wherei n any one of the procoding 
claims, charaotoriood in that as the cleaning agent is introduced into the space between 
the two pigs (10a, 11a, 10b, lib) in the second pig statio n (7a, 7b). the pressurised 
cleaning agent is used as the pushing medium. 

8. (currently amended): Method according to claim 7. ^hi^i nohamotoriocd in that th e 
supply of cleaning agent to the space between the two pigs (10a. llo. 10b. lib) i n the 
second pig station (7a, 7b) i s ended when the leading pig (11a, lib) h as moved a given 
distance, and in that the trailing pi g (10a, 10b) , together with the cleaning agent and the 
leading pi g (11a, lib) , is moved by the pushing medium. 

9. (currently amended): Mi»thnd aRmrding to claim 1. wherei na ny one of tho proooding 
olaimo. ohoraotorigod in that the pig stations (6a. 7a, 6b. 7b) a re flushed with cleaning 
agent at least when a colour change is made.

11. (currently amended): Method according to any claim L wherei no no of the procoding 
claims, in which the paint application device includes an electrode that is connectable to a 
high voltage, and farther wherein choracterisod in that the high voltage is applied to the 
paint application device [[(l>^]]only when the pigs (10a, 11a, 10b, lib) a re located at a 
given minimum distance outside the pig station s (6a, 7a, 6b, 7b) i n the pig line-(35a; 

12. (currently amended): Method according to claim 11, wherei n oharactorisod in that the 
cleaning agent is fed to the components (1, 7a, 7b, 56) t hat are connectable to a high 
voltage via a line [[(4©)-]]and is conducted away from these components (1, 7a, 7b, 56) 
via a line [[(48)]], the lengths of which lines (10, 1 8 ) a re artificially mcreased by coiling 
in a particular are a (42, 19) . 
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
